Since the revelations of near- 
ly two years ago, in which’ some of the 
foremost men of the state were in- 
volved. the imposing white marble 
structure on Capitol hill, with its ornate 
furnishings and frescoes has been a 
point of great interest to curiosity 
seekers and citizens generally. 
Fiwe Alleged Conspirators. 

The first of the five conspiracy cases 
listed for trial involves payments of 
$49,417 for sofas, tables and clothes 
trees. The items were paid for by the 
state at the rate of $18.40 ‘‘per foot.’’ 
The commonwealth alleges that frauds 
to the amount of $19,308 were perpe- 
trated. The defendants in these five 
cases are Chief Contractor John H., 
Sanderson and Architect Joseph M, 
Huston, of Philadelphia; former Auditor 
General William P. Snyder, of Spring 
City. former State Treasurer Willlam 
L. Mathues, of Media, and James M, 
Shumaker, of Johnstown, former super- 
intendent of grounds and buildings. 

Sanderson supplied most of the fur- 
nishings of the capitol. 

Sanderson's total contract was for 
$5.657.899, and hig profits in some in- 
stances are alleged to have been as 
much as 4,000 per cent.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 
ADDRESS ATLANTA WOMEN 


S 


“Not a woman before me but, by some 


self-denial. can help our glorious mis- 
work for the. betterment of our 
sturdy mountain people,” said Mrs. 
Robert Emory Park, at a meeting of 
the Woman's Club yesterday, when sie 
pleaded for the educational betterment 
of the mountain children of north 
Georgia. She referred to the model 
schools established by the Georgia club 
women in the rural districts, one of 
these schools aided by a club of philan- 
thropic Massachusetts women. 

“It is a patriotic work,’ 
tinued. “It is consecrated work—this 
mind-building, this soul moulding, this 
hand training. Every influence exerted 
upon the little children is carried with 
a marvelous swiftness straight into the 
homes and lives of thelr parents. 

“Can we allow Massachusetts women 
to bring aid to our mountain folk, and 
not light our torches by theirs, until we 
kindle a great light in the darkness of 
the hills? Shall other hands and other 
hearts do our work? God forbid. The 
call is to you, women of Georgia.” . 

While Mrs. Park spoke thus eloquent- 
ly as chairman of the state federation 
committee, in presenting her report, she 
was pleading directly for funds to 
build the industrial school for moun- 
tain children at Tallulah Falis, and at 
the same time pointing out to the wo- 
men ‘assembled the various ways in 
which they could work fer Georgia's 
educational development. 

Professor Slaton Speaks. 


Professor William F. Slaton, the su- 
perintendent of the Atlanta public 
school system, went directly to the heart 
of the problems confronting him, when 
he spoke, while his words went gtraight 
to the hearts of the women when he 
unged upon them their responsibility to 
mould public sentiment in favor of bet- 
ter pay for the teachers under whose 
guidance and influence the children. of 
the community are placed. 

“The board of education cannot pay 
the money; they haven't it; the coun- 
cil can not; but when the people unite 
to obtain that which they wish in the 
direction of better schools, better facil- 
ities, admitting of fewer children to 
a class and better paid teachers, the 
council and the board will act accord- 
ing to the people’s demands,” said Pro- 
fessor Slaton. 

“We live for our children: we are 
willing to die for them, and yet we are 
not willing to pay to have them prop- 
erly trained and equipped for life,’’ 

Hon. Jere Pound, the newly elected 
State superintendent of education, made 
a strong appeal for cooperation in ob- 
taining local taxation, county high 
schools, better teachers, and better pay 
for them. His address was earnest 
and inspirational. and contained valua- 
ble information pertaining to Georgia's 
present educational status. 

Mrs. Warren Boyd, representing the 
southern division of the National Asso- 
ciation of College Women, made a 
Strong plea for compulsory education, 
giving striking incidents for the neces- 
sity of legislation in this direction and 
bringing out interesting statistics per- 
taining to Georgia's [lliteracy. 

Women Give Generously. 


The speakers of the occasion were in- 
vited by Mrs. J. K. Ottley, chairman 
of the educational committee of the 
Atlanta Woman's Club, that the club 
women of the city might recelve sug- 
gestions from those representing the 
best educational interests of the state, 
and that the plan of work of the club 
women might be fully set forth. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Park’s re- 
port Mrs. Ottley reminded the members 
of the club of their obligation to con- 
tribute their part of the $2,000 which 
the club women of the state had 
pledged themselves at the annua] meet- 
ing to give toward the Tallulah Falls 
Industrial school. Over $300 was con- 
tributed in five minutes, Mrs. Ottley her- 
self subscribing $100. 

Miss Sarah E. White, of Tallulah, was 
present at the meeting, and spoke of 
the need of a schoo! there. She ex- 
plained that on redistricting, accord- 
ing to recent legislation. the former 
little school had been taken from them.

There was a chapel there, however, 
where school could be taught she said, 
if a teacher could be obtained and 
maintained.” In this she desired to in- 
terest the Atlanta club women. 


The City Schools, 


Professor Slaton, in his able address, 
Stressed three points: The necessity for 
more good school houses and facilities 
that would limit the number of children 
in a room; the necessity for better paid 
teachers. and the value of women in 
organized effort, as representing a dom- 
inant influence in moulding public 
opinion. He explained that although 
there are several new schools, built ac- 
cording to the latest methods for school 
buildings, that there were still the old 
schools, entirely inadequate in_ size, 
Structure and equipment. He spoke of 
the disadvantages of a system requiring 
that one teacher have as many as 
sixty children under her training in 
one room, and referred to the recent 
report of the woman board of visitors 
to the public schools. when they 
touched upon these particular subjects. 

Relative to the poorly paid teachers, 
Professor Slaton pointed out briefly the 
great responsibility of the teacher, not 
only as the tnstructor, but as the 
character builder and the one whose 
influence over the child’s life was sec- 
ond to none other. He stressed the 
necessity, therefore, not only of tent, 
but normal training and. experience for 
the teacher, which could searcely be 
commanded for $40 per morth. —

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Freight Discriminations. 

With the exception, perhaps, of the 
cctton compress complaint, Georgia’s 
new railroad commission has tot 
been called upon to investigate @ sin- 
gle freight rate discrimination of any 
material consequence since its organ- 
ization six months ago. 

It is safe to assume that if such 
raterial discriminations existed they 
would have been brought to the at- 
tention of the commission, and the 
absenee of them in intrastate traffic 
is of noteworthy interest. 

Whatever freight discriminations 
of moment have been brought to re- 
cent attention have been of  inter- 
state character, often largely involv- 
ing others than the railroads them- 
selves, 

Even the compress question has as- 
sumed an interstate phase, and has 
been taken hold of by the interstate 
ccmmerce commission. 

The Georgia complaints now most 
in the public eye are those which 
arise with the fruit growers, and these 
are directed chiefly against the pri- 
vate car-lines whose charges for trans- 
tortation and refrigeration are held 
to he excessive. 

A peculiar situation has been 
Lrought about by the action of the 
tailroads in increasing the rates on 
shoes from the eastern manufactur- 
ing centers to.Georgia points. At- 
lanta firms recently secured from the 
United States court an _ injunction 
ogainst an increase which was made 
in the face of a positive agreement, 
end the discrimination was mitigated 
so far ag this city was concerned. 

But other Georgia points were not 


‘included in the injunction, and natu- 


tally they have been heard from. 
Rome dealers and those in other 
cities of the state, now find discrim- 
ipation in the restoration to Atlanta 
or the rate agreed upon, while they 
‘re called on still to pay the _ in- 
creased rate at which the injunction 
was aimed. 

All of these are matters with which 
the interstate commerce commission 
will have to deal, and testimony re- 
lating to them will be taken at a three 
Cays’ session to be held here begin- 
ning. February 7. 

Where conditions justify and de- 
miand it, there can be no _ question 
that the Georgia shippers will secure 
at the hands of this body the relief 
cf which they stand in need. 

It is a gratifying fact, it may be 
said in this connection, to note the 
frowing tendency on the part of the

Regarding the question of free chert: Every 
year in the recent past this question has 
popped up tn some form or other, but the 
members of the general council have so far 
been conservative. It remains to be seen 
what they will be now. Possibly the present 
members have pavements. It has been argued 
that free chert was being used for the fur- 
therance of political plans. Let us ask, ‘‘Are 
all men dishonest?’’ We have been having 
free chert for years ahd those of us who have 
not received it have helped those who have, 
Chert pavements should be given to the people 
in the residence sections of the city. One of 
the principal reasons I am sorry to see this 
movement tv abolish the free chert fund is that 
as a rule ali the well-to-do residence streets 
have been paved and it is nothing but right 
that the taxpayers who helped pay for them 
should also have similar assistance. 

I represent a section of the city which has 

been built up in the last five years, and of 
the entire section of the third ward immed]- 
ately west of Grant park, nearly every house 
is owned or is being bought by the occupant, 
This class of people should have encourage- 
ment, and the city should give it to them. 
* These people havé enough street improve- 
ments to pay for without shouldering this 
additional burden, which will cause the loss 
of several homes. 

The tax assessors have already made large 
increases in the assessments on real estate. 
It hag been suggested that a tax be put upon 
vehicles. This is a good suggestion, for the 
people who own vehicles can very easily pay 
a smal) tax upon them. 

We trust that the genera! counci! wil! find 
a way out of the dilemma and look out for 
the interests of the working class.
